Four divers are at work, two in the 
fen* part of tho ship and the others aft. 
The task is most laborious, and the men 
are naturally extremely careful, as they 
have had to work iii complete darkness, 
and several have had bad falls. 
Elec­ 
tric lights from the Mangrove are nowT 
available, and much good is expected 
from them. 
Nearly all the possible salvage has 
now beim made from the cabin aft. The 
efforts to reach the ward aud mess rooms 
are frustrated by some unknown ob- 
fetjicle. It is expected to find bodies in 
these rooms. TWO cases of ten-inch 
ammunition have been found, the one 
having exploded, the other full of pow­ 
der. These were found forward. 
The work of securing the bodies un­ 
der the hatch has been most difficult in 
the dark, but it is hoped that the electric 
lights will be of great assistance. Tho 
bodies are much mutilated and some are 
partially burned. 
The officers of the court of inquiry 
paid another visit to the wreck. Cap- 
ttain Sigsbee, after the visits of the 
members of the oourt to the captam 
general and Admiral Montorola, said 
tile reception extended to them had been 
pt*lite and cordial. 
The captain general

Mr. Hawley'* Important Hill Thai (‘muted 
the .Senate. 


W a s h in g to n , Feb. 23.—In the senate 
Mr. Hawley (Conn.), chairman of the 
military affairs committee, called up 
the bill providing for the enlistment 
of two additional regiments of artillery 
for sendee in manning the heavy coast 
defense batteries, which congress has 
provided during the past two years.

For them the 
college is a kind of A lice’*? Wonderland, 
where all things are topsy turvy. 
Col­ 
lege life with us is too expensive. It be­ 
gins and * lids too late. The average age 
of graduation is 23, then come three or 
four years of professional study, then 
an e«|nal period of w aiting for practice 
and reward. Th© man is 28 or 30 before 
he reaches self support and full self re­ 
spect. 
At a recent Harvard dinner this 
complaint was importunate, from alumni 
aud professors alike. This is felt no less 
keenly iu other college circles. 
“ There is u great unvoiced demand 
for an carli' r, healthier, simpler, cheap­ 
er aud more earnest college life, which 
shall permit of earlier self support. The 
parental paymaster will not alwayscon- 
sent to be forgotten. 
‘The w orm w ill 
turn. * 
“ Many causes co-operate to produce 
an unfortunate lateness in entering col­ 
lege. hat the chief cause is the excessive 
entrance requirements, which involve 
nearly two years more work than was 
necessary 25 years ago. All our present 
arrangements seem to conspire to com­ 
pel the average boy to tarry at the 
.Jerich o of the fitting school until his 
beard be grown. 
“ This increase in entrance require­ 
ments has been brought about by a 
movement to assim ilate our colleges to 
the model of the German 
university 
and to force the fitting schools to be­ 
come Oerrnau gymnasia, both of which 
attempts have failed. 
The entrance re­ 
quirements should be of such reasonable 
extent and climacter as to make it pos 
Bible for auy boy I ? years old to enter 
college. 
“ Unless a boy can begin bis college 
course ut 17 no great change in the ex­ 
pense of college life can lie looked for. 
Its expense while it lasts is as great an 
evil as its lateness. 
A simpler, more 
earnest, healthier, less luxurious college 
life is imperatively demanded, aud it 
cannot be bad unless the collegian be 
comes such at an age when he is con 
tent with simple pleasures, 
routine 
work and unaffected boyishness. Under 
20 simplicity and tutelage are natural, 
over 20 they are not. At 20 the boy be­ 
comes a man, and be wants to be a man 
of the world and to have everything and 
to do everything necessary to a brilliant, 
recreative, social Aife. 
“ Consider what modern college life 
involves— beautiful fraternity houses, 
co8tiug sometimes as high as $40, OOO, 
whole weeks in m idyear given up to 
dances and junior promenades, football 
games netting $50,000 in a season, tours 
of mandolin and glee clubs, subscrip­ 
tions to dramatics and a score of other 
objects which make the poor student a 
hopeless tail ender and in other cases 
bear hard on the forgotten men. 
The 
expensiveness of college life is not caus­ 
ed by tuition and other official charges, 
nor by actual living expenses, but by 
the oost of the social entourage, by the 
cost of keeping up with the social pace. 
The cost of being in the academic swim 
has increased immensely in the last 20 
years aud is directly the result of send­ 
ing men to college instead of sending 
hoya 
“ If you want to enforce disciplinary 
study and procure a simple, 
earnest, 
healthy college life, you must get your 
boys into college when these things are 
natural and acceptable. 
Our present 
college life is ill timed. It combines the 
tasks of boys with the pleasures and de 
sires of men. 
In its original intention 
the college was a halfway house be­ 
tween adolescence aud maturity, its in­ 
struction and regimen were suiteu co 
the transition period, and we have not 
done wisely to disregard the radical 
change that comes at majority. 
The 
psychology of boyhood is quite different 
from that of manhood. 
We must get 
our boys into college while they are 
boys, before they begin to want to be 
clubmen and figrxg jp the social world. 
“ Everything ha. its time, And our 


I college life Is ill timed with reference

J log maturity. 
The social pleasures and 
luxurious surroundings which collegians 
now demand may do sm all harm to him 
who earns and pays for them, but for 
men to desire and have these things 
when they cannot earn $5 a week does 
do harm. 
It does one no good to live 
four years in a fbol’s paradise, desiring 
everything without counting the cost 
Early college life bas moral issues do 
less than academic and economic ones 
There is a certain topsy turvydom in 
prevailing academic conditions which 
justifies the strictures made upon them 
sis unfitting men for what comes ar?** 
graduation. 
“ I plead for the interests and auton­ 
omy of the rapidly developing American 
university. 
It is making a university 
grade of college work unnecessary and 
wasteful. Because we now have genuine 
ani vend ties the college can afford to re­ 
turn to its subordinate place and to ad­ 
mit the mms of the people on conditions 
and at times which w ill allow of their 
attendance. 
“ I ani convinced that our national 
welfare is endangered by the great ex-

Inventor l a k e Offer* the Use of the Argo* 
naut In H avan a H arbor, 
Mr. Simon Lake, the inventor of the 
submarine boat Argonant, sent a tele­ 
gram recently to Secretary of the Navy 
Long, offering the use of the vessel in 
Havana harbor. 
Mr 
used in finding a cause for the explo­ 
sion, getting bodies, 
armament 
and 
stores from the Maine and in raising 
the hull. Tho size of the vessel w ill per­ 
mit ber to he dispatched to Havana on 
a steam er’s deck or on a fiat railroad 
car to Key West iii a few days. 
Mr. Lake says that if mines or tor­ 
pedoes exist in Havana waters he can 
find them and the wires attached. 
The 
vicinity of the wreck and the damaged 
hull can be examined by the electric 
searchlight in the Argonaut’s bow, and 
if the waters are fairly clear a photo­ 
graph may be taken of the under water 
part of the M aiua 
By using the Argonaut divers could 
work day or night iu any kind of weath­ 
er and get the bodies from the ship’s 
passageways aud wreckage. 
The Argonaut has a derrick, and her 
own engine would assist m aterially in 
removing the arm am ent She also would 
be used to bore boles in the sides of the 
hull, to which pontoons could be attached 
to raise the Maine. Mr. Lake says if the 
Havana authorities refuse to allow the 
Argonaut iu their waters be can enter 
the locality, examine the harbor aud 
depart unseen if the government should 
order him to do so.—-New York Jo u r­ 
nal.

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REMARKABLE OPERATION. 


Section of m Cleveland Man’» JuKular 
Vein SacceMfully KetnovetL 
Lying on a cot in the Huron Htreel 
hosp ital in Cleveland is C. G. Starkey, 
the survivor of a remarkable surgical 
op eration. 
His jugular vein has been 
shortened by the removal of an inch, 
yet it has not been connected again. In­ 
stead the blood flows through the little 
veins on either side of the big one. 
Starkey suffered from p aralysis caused 
by degeueratiuu of the mastoid cells. 
Dr. M iller found th at clotted blood bud 
gathered in the jugular vein and iuter- 
to I rup ted the flow there. 
The p atient’s life was in grave dan­ 
ger, and the desp erate remedy had to be 
resorted to. 
The op eration was wit- 
uesced by a large num ber of surgeons, 
and Starkey is now on the road to re­ 
covery.—New York Journal.

The gem in question is 
the world famous Sancy diamond, owned 
by her father, and were it to appear 
among the jew els worn at any court 
function or royal draw ing room it would 
entirely throw into tlie shade every oth­

gem there except 
the Kohinoor, 
w hich the queen alw ays wears on state 
occasions as a brooch. 
The Sancy is a stone which is pos­ 
sessed of a rem arkable history. W eigh- 
about 
54 carats, it a t one tim e 
formed part of the crown jew els of 
Duke C harlei the Bold of Burgundy, 
and on his death in battle in Sw itzer­ 
land was found set either in bis helm et 
or sword hilt. 
The Swiss sold it to the 
French king of the day, and from that 
tim e forth it became one of the crown 
jewels of France. 
It disappeared at the tim e of the revo­ 
lution, reappeared at the restoration 
and at the tim e of the second revoln 
tion in 1880 passed by purchase into 
the possesteiou of Anatole Demidoff, the 
Muscovite m illionaire.

THE SAN CY DIAMOND. 


Th I* M ural ll cr nt J e w e l W ill B e O w ned by 
P a u lin e A stor. 
In the ordinary course of events Miss 
Pauline Astor will some day become 
possessor of the most famous and mag­ 
nificent diamond owned outride of a 
crown treasure. The gem in question is 
the world famous Sancy diamond, owned 
by her father, and were it to appear 
among the jewels worn at any court 
function or royal drawing room it would 
entirely throw into the shade every oth­ 
er 
gem there except 
the Kohiuoor, 
which the queen always wears on state 
occasions as a brooch. 
The Saucy is a stone which is pos­ 
sessed of a remarkable history. Weigh- 
about 64 carats, it at one time 
formed part of the crown jewels of 
Duke Charlo* the Bold of Burgundy, 
and on his death in battle in Switzer­ 
land was found set either in his helmet 
or sword hilt. 
The Swiss sold it to the 
French king of the day, and from that 
time forth it became one of the crown 
jewels of France. 
It disappeared at the tim e of the revo­ 
lution, reappeared at the restoration 
and at the time pf the second revolu­ 
tion in 1880 passed by purchase into 
the possession of Anatole Demidoff, the 
Muscovite millionaire. It was worn for 
a time by Demidoff’s wife, Princess 
Mathilde Bonaparte, but be took it 
from her before their separation and 
then bequeathed it to his nephew, Paul 
Demidoff. The latter sold it in the six­ 
ties for the sum of $200,000, a ridicu­ 
lously small price,
